President  L.  F.  Byington  presided. 

On  motion- of  Commissioner  Filmer,  seconded  toy  Commissioner 
Mc  Callum,  the  minutes  of  the  120th.  regular  meeting  of  the 
Commission  held  December  28,  1936  were  approved. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Murphy,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Mc  Laughlin,  the. following  resolution  signed  bv  Commissioners 
Byington,  Filmer,  Mc  Callum  and  Murphy  on  December  30,  1936 
was  ratified: 

—RESOLUTION  NO.  1751— 


RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Conimission  does  hereby 
request  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  adopt  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

"'Resolved,  That  public  interest  and  necessity  require  the 
acquisition  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  a  munici- 
pal corporation,  of  the  following  described. real  property 
situated  in  the  City  of  South  San  Francisco,  County  of  San  Matec 
State  of  California,  and  described  as  follows: 

Fractional  Tide  Lot  No.  31  and  entire  Lot  No.  32  in 
Section  27  and  entire  lots  Nos.  25,  27,  28,  29  and 
30  in  Section  26  both  sections  in  Township  3  South, 
Range  5  West,  Mount  Diablo  Base  and  Meridian. 

Also  that  portion  of  Tide  Land  Survey  No.  12,  San 
Mateo  County,  described  as  follows: 

The  north  1/2  of  the  NW  1/4  of  Section  2,  Township 
4  South,  Range  5  West,  Mount  Diablo  Base  and  Meridian, 
lying  east  of  and  adjacent  to  lands  of  the  City. and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  containing  171.6  acres,  more 
or  less. 
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tfBe  It  Further  Resolved,  That  said  lands  are  suitable, 
adaptable,  necessary  and  required  for  use  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to-wit:  For  the  construction,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport.    It  is  necessary  that 
a  fee  simple  title  he  taken  to  said  lands. 

The  City  Attorney  is  hereby  ordered  and  directed  to  com- 
mence proceedings  in  eminent  domain  against  the  owners  of  said 
parcels  of  land  and  of  any  and  all  interests  therein  or  claims 
thereto  for  the  condemnation  thereof  for  the  public  use  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  aforesaid."

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sills,  sheet  copper  for  expansion  joints  and  additional  gravel

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  terms  of  that 
certain  lease  dated  November  1,  1934  between  the  City  and  . 
County  of  San  Francisco  as  lessor  and  H.  Regalia  as  lessee, 
covering  certain  lands  under  the, control  of  the  water  Depart- 
ment near  Pleasanton,  California,  be  and  are  hereby  modified 
for  the  season  1937  insofar  as  about  18  acres  of  said  lease- 
hold are  concerned;  the  said  18  acres  to  be  planted  to  a  crop 
of  sugar  beets  under  a  contract .between  said  lessee  Regalia 
and  the  Holly  Sugar  Corporation,  and  one  sixth  of  the  gross 
returns  from  said  crop  to  be  paid  to  the  Water  Department  in- 
stead of  one-fifth  crop  as  provided  for  in  the  said  lease; 
all  other  terms  and  conditions  of  the  said  lease  to  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect.

and  known  as  Plan  No.  Seven,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  under  date  of ,  July  15,  1936  at  the  request  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Charter  Amendment  No.  One  and  Plan  No.  Seven  con- 
templated thereunder  will  canply  with  the  nRaker  Act"  provisions 
and  will  be  the  means  of  reducing  electric  rates  to  all  of  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco, while  at  the  same  time  theelectric 
system  proposed  to  be  established  will  earn  a  large  profit  an- 
nually for  the  city  treasury  after  reducing  electric  rates  over 
one  half  million  dollars  annually  below  the  present  rates, paying 
all  bond  costs, taxes  and  setting  up  adequate  depreciation  funds:

Francisco,  said  Healy-Tibbitts  Construction  Company  will  not 
be  entitled  to  recover  against  said  Public  Utilities  Commission 
or  against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  any  damage 
for  failure  to  enter  into  said  contract  or  for  the  failure 
of  said  Public  Utilities  Commission  or  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  either  to  enter  into  said  contract  or  if  said 
contract  is  actually  entered  into  to  perform  the  same.  Nor 
will  said  Healy-Tibbitts  Construction  Company  be  entitled  to 
any  damage  for  any  delay  in  the  completion  of  said  contract 
by  reason  of  delay  in  the  City  receiving  said  grant,  but  the 
time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  said  contract  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  meet  the  time  of  said  delay.

In  explanation  of  his  vote  on  the  above  resolution,  Commissioner 
Byington  stated: 

v  TfI  cannot  support  the  resolution  because  it  provides, 
in  effect,  for  surrendering  valuable  property  rights  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  directs  that  plans  and 
specifications  be  prepared,  at  the  expense  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  removal  and  relocation  of  one 
of  the  City's  principal  water  mains  and  the  abandoning  of  the 
right  of  way  for  said  water  main  which  was  purchased  nearly 
70  years  ago  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  the  predecess- 
or in  interest,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
said  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  purchased  the  said  right  of 
way  at  a  cost  of  $4,500.00,  and  constructed  said  water  main 
tliereon  at  an  additional  cost  of  several  thousand  dollars, 
and  long  before  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  Association  had  acquired 
title  to  any  land  in  the  vicinity  of  said  right  of  way.  The 
said  Cemetery  Association  desires  to  extend  its  mausoleum  by 
constructing  an  addition, thereto  over  the  said  right  of  way 
and  water  main,  and  asks,  through  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission, that  the  City  abandon  said  right  of  way,  remove 
therefrom  the  30  inch  water  main  and  reconstruct  and  relay  it 
at  another  location  and  that  the  expense  of  this  removal  and 
reconstruction,  amounting  to  several  thousand  dollars,  be 
assumed  entirely  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
paid  for  from  city  funds*    The  said  Association  acquired  its 
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land  with  full  knowledges  of  the  prior  ownership  of  said  right, 
of  way  and  said  water  main  by  tho  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
and  to  which  prior  rights -the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
has  succeeded  by  purchase. 

The  resolution  now. presented  to  the  Public  utilities 
Commission  contemplates,  in  effect,  a  gift  of  public  property 
and  public  funds  to  a  private  corporation  and  would  result 
in  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  doing  an  act  not  within 
the  powers  delegated  to  it  and  for  that  reason  illegal  and 
invalid'7. 

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Me  Callum  stated: 

wIn  1870  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  purchased  from 
four  separate  owners  an  easement  or  right  of  way  and  con- 
structed a  30n  water  main  to  serve  thepoople  of  San  Francisco 
thereon. 

Subsequently  the  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  came  into  possession 
of  property  on  both  sides  of  our  right  of  way.    Some  fifty 
years  after  the  easement  was  acquired  tho  first  unit  of  a 
mausoleum  was  erected  in  close  proximity  to  the  easement -the 
cemetery  authorities  having,  of  course,  knowledge  of  the  ease- 
ment then  owned  by  the  Spring  Valley  Hater  Company. 

On  April  Xf  1919  a  conference  was  held  between 

Mr.  Sam  Eastman  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 

Archbishop  Hanna 

Mr.  Mahoney  of  his  office,  and 

Father  Cantwell 

with  reference  to  the  encroachment  of  the  cemetery  on  the  Water 
Company?s  easement-they  having  burials  too  near  the  pipe  line. 
In  a  conmuni cation  addressed  to  Archbishop  Hanna,  under  date 
of  April  1,  1919,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Spring  Valley  water 
Company  Mr.  John  Behan  confirms  this  meeting  and  agreement,  • 
namely,  that  no  bodies  were  to  be  buried  within  ten  feet  of 
either  side  of  the  pipe  line  and  that  the  twenty  foot  easement 
could  be  used  as  a  driveway. 

In  1933,  subsequent  to  the  control  of  the  Water  Department 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  application  was  made  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  to  have  this  pipe  re- 
located for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  masoleum  to  a  position 
then  occupied  by  the  pipe  line,  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the 
tax  payers  of  San  Francisco.    After  due  consideration  this  re- 
quest was  rejected. 

The  purpose  of  resolution  number  1883  presented  by  Com- 
missioner John  P.  Murphy  is  to  authorize  the  General  Manager 
and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  re-locating  the  pipe  in  a  location  agreed 
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to,  which  was  an  exchange  of  right  of  ways;  the  expense,  approx- 
imately $5,000.00,  to  be  "borne  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.    This  resolution,  contrary  to 
custom  of  the  Commission,  has  not  the  approval  or  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Manager  of  the  Water  Department  Mr.  Nelson  Eckart 
nor  that  of  the  Manager  of  Utilities  Mr,  E.  C.  Cahill.  Section 
22  of  the  Charter  reads, - 

"Except  for  the  purpose  of  inquiry,  each  Board 
or  Commission,  in  its  conduct  of  administrative 
affairs  under  its  control,  shall  deal  with  such 
matters  solely  through  its  Chief  executive 
officer". 

The  pipe  lines  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco pass  through  six  other  cemeteries  and  hundreds  of  pri- 
vate properties  through  easements  owned  by  the  City  and 
Couuty;  therefore  each  cemetery  or  private  individual  could 
make  a  demand  for  the  removal  of  the  pipe  line  in  front  of 
their  property  for  reasons  justifiable  to  themselves  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  and  it  might  mean  an  expenditure  by  the 
City  of  many,  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  charter  authorizes  the  department  to  receive  gifts 
but  does  not  authorize  the  department  to  make  gifts.    I  agree 
with  the  President  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Lewis  F.  Byington  that  to 
move  this  pipe  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  is  in  effect  a  gift  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  a  corrmercial  corporation  and  be- 
yond the  authority  of ,  this  Board  to  grant  and  is  therefor 
illegal.    I  therefore,  note  "no"  on  this  resolution," 

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Murphy  said- he  felt 
that  if  this  pipe  line  is. not  moved  at  this  time,  and  a*  "break 
in  the  pipe  occured  later,  it  might  cost  the  City  thousands 
of  dollars,  and  that  he  voted  "yes"  in  order  to  obviate  the 
possibility  of  such  loss  to  the  City. 


In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Filmer,  stated  that 
his  reasons  for  voting  "Yes"  were  the  same  as  those  expressed 
by  Commissioner  Murphy.

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Mc  Laughlin  stated 
that  his  reasons  for  voting  '''yes"  were  the  same  as  those  ex- 
pressed by  Commissioner  Murphy.

Power  Committee  of  the -Board  and  is  now  under  consideration 
by  that  Committee,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Resolution  No.  3169,  if  approved,  would  call 
Upon  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  propose  a  definite 
plan  or  plans  for  distribution  of  Hetch  Hetchy  power 
acceptable  to  the  Federal  Government;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Heretofore  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  engineers  of  Public  Utilities  Commission  have 
prepared  ten  plans  under  which  power  generated  by  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  project- could  be  distributed  to  the  people  of  San 
Francisco;  and, 
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WHEREAS ,  All  ten  of  these  plans  have  been  submitted  to 
Honorable  Harold  L.  Ickes,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with 
the  request  that  he  determine  whether  or  not  such  plans  com- 
ply with  his  interpretation  of  the  requirements  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  grant  known  as  the  Raker  Act,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  has  officially  stated  that  the  proposal  known  as 
Plan  No,  7  meets  with  his  approval  as  being  in  full  compliance 
with  the  requirements  of  said  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Commission  has  heretofore  officially 
recommended  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  it  approve  Plan 
No.  7  as  the  most  profitable  and  practical  plan  represented 
which  is  in  compliance  with  the  Raker  Act  as  interpreted  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  a  letter  under 
date  of  March  11,, 1937  received  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  March  15,  1937,  requested  definite  assurance  within 
fifteen  days  after  receipt  of  his  letter  that  San  Francisco 
will  cease  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  act  as 
interpreted  by  him,  and  stated  that  failure  to  receive  such 
assurance  would  cause  him  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  with  the  request  that  appropriate 
action  be  taken  in  the  courts  to  effectuate  the  provisions  of 
the  statute;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  careful  consideration  of  all  proposals 
for  distribution  of  electricity  generated  by  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  project  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  remains  of  the 
opinion  that  Plan  No.  7  is  the  most  effective  and  profitable 
proposal  for  municipal  distribution  of  this  electric  power; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may 
again  request  submission  of  a  plan  for  such  distribution  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS ,  The  shortness  of  the  period  allowed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  within  which  definite  assurance  may 
be  given  him  that  San  Francisco  will  comply  with  his  inter- 
pretation of  the  Raker  Act  makes  it  imperative  at  this  time 
that  a  recommendation  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  is  the. policy- 
making body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  order 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  have  an  opportunity  to  act 
upon  such  recommendation,  in  accordance  with  the  powers  and 
duties,  given  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  Charter  of  San 
Francisco,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  day  period 
on  March  30,  1937;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  It  would,  be  possible  and  practical  for  Plan  No. 
7  for  municipal  distribution  of  electric  power  to  be  financed 
through  a  charter  amendment  authorizing  revenue  bonds,  by  a 
general  obligation  bond  issue  or  by  a  revenue  bond  issue 
authorized  under  State  laws  in  the  event  the  Legislature  now 
in  session  approves  revenue  bond  acts  pending  before  it  and 
such  acts  are  approved  by  the  Governor 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  hereby  approves  and  recommends  the  report 
of  the  Manager  of  Utilities  for  municipal  distribution  of 
electricity,  known  as  Plan  No.  7,  and  hereby  directs  its 
Secretary  to -transmit  this  resolution  immediately,  together 
with  Plan  No.  7,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

He  protected  its  wonderful  forests  and  streams,  planned  its 
splendid  scenic  highways  so  that  they  might  command  unrivalled 
views  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains  and  thus  add  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  people  from  every  land.    The  improvements  which 
he  made  and  supervised  conformed  in  beauty  to  the  grandeur  of 
the  mountain  setting.    Colonel  Thomson  was  a  man  of  marked 
ability  and  one  who  took  great  pride  in. his  work  and  in  adding 
to  the  attractions  of  the  national  park,  which  brought  each- 
year  increasing  thousands  to  California  to  view  its  wonders. 
He  was  ever -courteous  to  the  members  of  our  Commission  and 
prompt  to  give  assistance  in  carrying  out  their  work  for  the 
benefit  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  making  suggestions  which  were 
of  great  value  to  the  city's  representatives. 

As  an  officer  of  the  Federal  Government, .Colonel  Thomson 
was  an  honor  to  the  Service,  an  able  official,  a  loyal 
citizen  of  our  country  and  none  who  bore  without  reproach  the 
grand  old  name  of  gentleman u

5.  Before  commencing  work  on  the  construction  of  said  gas 
pipe  line  in  the  location  covered  by  this  permit,  the  permittee 
shall  secure  the  best  available  information  as  to  the  location 
of  the  pipes  and  structures  of  the  City,  and  shall  take  all 
proper  precautions  to  prevent  injury  or  damage  to  the  same. 

In  the. event  of  any  injury  or  damage,  or  threatened  injury  or 
damage,  to  the  pipe  lines  or  other  structures  of  the.

In  a  communication  addressed  to  Archbishop  Hanna,  under  date 
of  April  1, -1919,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Spring  Valley  water 
Company,  Mr.  John  Behan  confirms  this  meeting  and  agreement, 
namely,  that  no  bodies  were  to  be  buried  within  ten  feet  of 
either  side  of  the  pipe  line  and  that  the  twenty  foot  easement 
could  be  used  as  a  driveway. 

t?In  1933,  subsequent  to  the  control  of  the  Water  Department 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  application  was  made  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  to  have  this  pipe  re- 
located for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  mausoleum  to  a  position 
then  occupied  by  the  pipe  line,  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the 
tax  payers  of  San  Francisco.  After  due  consideration  this  re- 
quest was  rejected. 

"The  purpose  of  resolution  number  1883  presented  by  Com- 
missioner John  P.  Murphy  is  to  authorize  the  General  Manager 
and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  re-locating  the  pipe  in  a  location  agreed 
to,  which  was  an  exchange  of  right  of  ways;  the  expense, approx- 
imately $5,000.00  to  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco .    This  resolution,  contrary  to 
custom  of  the  Commission,  has  not  the  approval -or  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Manager  of  the  Water  Department  Mr.  Nelson  Eckart 
nor  that  of  the  Manager, of  Utilities  Mr.  E.  G.  Cahill,  Section 
22  of  the  Charter  reads, - 

'Except  for  the  purpose  of  inquiry,  each  Board 
or  Commission,  in  its  conduct  of  administrative 
affairs  under  its  control,  shall  deal  with  such 
matters  solely  through  its  Chief  Executive 
Officer*. 

"The  pipe  lines  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco pass  through  six  other  cemeteries  and  hundreds  of  pri- 
vate properties  through  easements  owned  by  the  City  and 
County;  therefore  each  cemetery  or  private  individual  could 
make  a  demand  for  the  removal  of  the  pipe  line  in  front  of 
their  property  for  reasons  justifiable  to  themselves  at  the 
expense  of  the  city  and  it  might  mean  an  expenditure  by  the 
City  of  many,  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

"The  charter  authorizes  the  department  to  receive  gifts 
but  does  not  authorize  the  department  to  make  gifts.    I  agree 
with  the  President  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Lev/is  F.  Byington  that  to 
move  this  pipe  at  the  expense  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  is  in  effect  a  gift  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  a  commercial  corporation  and  be- 
yond the  authority  of, this  Board  to  grant  and  is  therefor 
illegal.

.President  Byington  thereupon  ruled  that  the  said  resolu- 
tion,No.  1996,  offered  by  Commissioner  Murphy  was  out  of  order 
as  it  was  a  resolution  to  award  a  contract  for  the  relocation  , 
of  a  30  inch  pipe  line  in  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  to  Vhrtin  Murphy, 
whereas  an  award  had  previously  been  voted  by  a  majority  of  the 
Commission  to  the  same  Martin  Murphy  to  lay  a  30  inch  pipe  line 
in  the  same  location  in  said  cemetery, for  the  same  price, under 
the  same  specifications  and  by  resolution  numbered  1995.  Said 
resolution  No.  1995  was  entitled: "Relocating  a  portion  of  the 
San  Andres  30K  pipe  line  in -Holy  Cross  Cemetery-San  Francisco 
Water, Specification  No.  143. n,  and  resolution  N0. 1996, now  of- 
fered, is  entitled  in  identical  language  and  contemplates  the 
same  object  and  purpose. 

The  nature  of  the  award  is  not  changed  by  the  addition  of 
an  introductory  paragraph  in  resolution  No. 1996  to  the  effect 
that  the  relocation  is  made  to  avoid  "the  extraordinary  hazard" 
of  maintaining  the  pipe  line  in  its  present  location  in  the 
cemetery.  The  manager  of  Utilities  and  the  engineer  of  the 
Water  Department  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  hazard  if 
the  pipe  line  is  retained  in  the  right  of  way  in  which  it  has 
reposed  for  fifty  years.  The  hazard  is  created  by  the  passage 
of  a  resolution  relocating  the  pipe  line.

President  Byington  stated  the  chair  was  overruled. 
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On.  explanation  of  his  vote  on  resolution  before  the  Com- 
mission, Commissioner  Byington  stated: 

''The  resolution  before  the  Commission  calls  for  the  award 
of  a.  contract  for  the  construction  and  laying  of  a  new  water 
main,  not  required  by  the  City,  at  a  cost  of  over  $5,000,00.. 
The  act  of  awarding  a  contract  to  construct  a. new  water  main, 
at  the  request  of  an  adjoining  property. owner,  and  at  a  large 
expense  voluntarily  assumed  by  the  City,  and  when  the  City 
already  owns  a  water  main  answering  all  the  purposes  of  the 
new  main  and  all  the  requirements  of  the  City  and  is  laid  in 
a  right  of  way  owned  by  the  City,  is  evidence  that  the  action 
contemplates  making  a  contribution  of  public  funds  to  aid  a 
private  enterprise. 

"Such  an  act  on  the  part. of  the  Commission  would  result 
in  abandoning  a  right  of  way,  acquired  before  there  was  any 
cemetery  in  the  vicinity  and  long  before  there  were  any  inter- 
ments or  improvements  on  the  land  adjoining  said  right  of  way 
and  concerning  which  there  is  an  existing  agreement  between 
the  Cemetery  Association  and  the  City  that  there  shall  be  no 
interments  within  a  distance  of  ten  feet  on  either  side  of  the 
said  water  main,  and  such  an  act  also  contemplates  relocating 
the  City  water  main  on  land  where  many  interments  have  been 
made  and  many  rights  acquired  by  others  before  said  relocation. 
This  condition  is  far  more  liable  to  render  the  City  responsible 
for  damages  than  if  it  preserved  the  rights  which  have  been 
acquired  and  maintained  for  a  period  of  over  60  years  to  the 
lands  it  would  now  voluntarily  abandon.    This  is  not  protecting 
the  interests  of  the  City  nor  does  necessity  require  it.  Have 
not  lot  holders  in  the  new  location  acquired  rights  that  the 
corporation  cannot  take  from  them  and  is  the  City  not  placing 
itself  in  a  much  more  hazardous  position  so  far  as  liability 
to  the  public  is  concerned? 

"The  procedure  which  was  taken  for  the  exchange  of  rights  of 
way  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Commissioner,  void  as  not  fol- 
lowing the  provisions  of  the  Charter.    The  procedure .followed 
was  one  provided  for  the  sale  of  lands  when  such  sale  is 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  is  to  first  find 
that  public  interest  or  necessity  demands  the  sale  or  wil  not  be 
inconvenienced  by  such  sale.    But  the  City  here  was  not  contem- 
plating the  sale  of  land,  but  the  exchange  of  a  right  of  way. 

H Paragraph  3  of  Section  92  of  the  Charter  provides  for  ex- 
change of  interests  in  real  property  and  lays  down  the  rule  that 
\n  such  a  case,  the  director  of  property  must  arrange  for  the 
trading  of  any  real  property  actually  required  by  the  depart- 
ment on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  and  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    There. was  no  request  for  the 
li rector  of  property  to  act  in  this  case,  nor  was  the  matter 
in  any  way  referred  to  him,  and  the  procedure  taken  was  in  our 
opinion  illegal  and  void. 
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tTIn  the  case  of  a  sale  of  real  property,  said  section  92  of 
the  Charter  provides  that  such  sale  cannot  be  made  unless 
public  interest  or  necessity  demands  it,  or  will  not  be  incon- 
venienced by  the  sale, 

??Public  interest  or  necessity  clearly  does  not  demand  that 
a  right  of  way  previously  purchased  and  used  for  more  than 
sixty  years  and. guaranteed  against  encroachments  from  adjoining 
property  owners,  shall  be  surrendered  for  a  new  right  of  way 
through  land  in  which  may  persons  have  acquired  interests  and 
on  which  many  improvements  have  been  made  and  the  City  has  thus • 
become  subject  to  greater  responsibility  to  the  public  at  large. 
The  City  will  in  addition  pay  out  over  $5,000,00  and  receive 
nothing  in  return, 

"The  City  of  San  Francisco  has, a  right  of  way  secured  by 
the  possession  of  over  sixty -years,  in  which  right  of  way  a 
municipal  water  main  is  laid.    There  are  no  improvements  on  the 
surface  of  the  soil,  and  there  is  an  existing  agreement  with 
the  adjoining  property  owner  that  no  interments  can  be  made 
within  ten  feet  on  either  side  of  the  water  main.    The  City  is 
practically  free  from  any  liability  to  others. 

,fFor  the  City  to  surrender  this  for  a  right  of  way  through 
a  part  of  a  cemetery  where  many  bodies  have  been  interred, 
many  improvements  have  been  made,  and  undoubtedly  many  rights 
acquired  by  third  parties,  preventing  the  City's  free  use  of 
the  right  of  way  and  subjecting  the  City  to  far  more  liability 
for d  ainages,  is  not  protecting  the  City's  rights,  but  surrender- 
ing them, 

"A  similar  request  for  the  removal  of  this  water  main  was 
before  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  March,  1933,  and  the 
representative  of  the  Cemetery  Association  then  agreed  to  fur- 
nish the  labor  to  remove  the  old  pipe  and  excavate  the  trench 
for  the  new.    Now  the  resolution  before  the  Commission  provides 
for  the  payment  of  all  costs  by  the  City, 

^The  engineers  of  the  City  then  reported  to  the  Commission 
that  the  usual  procedure  for  the  removal  of  a  water  main  on 
petition  of  other  parties,  and  when  the  City  was  not  liable 
to  suffer  loss  thereby,  was: 

,7(1)  For  the  petitioning  parties  to  notify  the  water  Depart- 
ment of  the  desired  charge,  and,  if -approved,  to  grant  the 
Water  Department  a  new  right  of  way, 

??(2)  Deposit  with  the  City  sufficient  money  to  cover  the  cost 
of  the  change  including  all  engineering  expenses, 

?fThe  petition  applied  for  in  1933  was  denied  by  the  Com- 
mission, 
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♦'Before  acting  upon  the  Resolution  under  which  the  bids, 
now  before  the  Commission,  were  received,  no  request  was  made 
of  the  IV&nager  of  Utilities  or  of  the  Commission's  engineers 
for  any  report  on  the  matter  of  the  removal  and  the  recon- 
struction of  the  water  main  and  none  was  received  and  this  is 
contrary  to  past  procedure,"

2.  Before  commencing  construction  of  said  structure  the 
permittee  shall  inform  the  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  San  Francisco  Vtfater  Department  as  to  the  exact  location 
proposed  for  said  structure  and  shall  obtain  his  written 
approval  of  said  location,  which  shall  be  permanently  fixed 

as  so  d  escribed  and  the  description  thereof  to  be  hereunto 
attached, 

3.  The  construction,  maintenance  and  future  alteration  of 
said  structure  within  the  City's  lands  shall  be -satisfactory 
to  said  General  Manager  of  the  Water  Department, 
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4.  Said  structure  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  a  spur 
track  connecting  the  adjacent  gravel  bed  s  and  plant  of  the 
permittee  with  the  adjacent  railroad  line  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  for  the  transportation  of  workmen,  animals 
vehicles,  gravel,  machinery,  materials  and  equipment  in  con- 
nection with  the  operation  of  said  gravel  beds  and  plant,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever, 

5.  The  permittee  shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  construct,

"Subsequently  the  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  came -into  possession  of 
property  on  both  sides  of  our  right  of  way.    Some  fifty  years 
after  the  easement  was  acquired  the  first  unit  of    a  mausoleum 
was  erected  in  close  proximity  to  the  easement- the  cemetery 
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authorities  having,  or  course,  knowledge -of  the  easement  then 
owned  by  the  Spring  Valley  water  Company,

ff0n  April  1,  1919,  a  conference  was  held  between 
Mr.  Sam  Eastman  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company;  Archbishop 
Hanna;  Mr.  Mahoneyof  his  office,  and  Father  Cantwell  with  refer- 
ence to  the  encroachment  of  the  cemetery  on  the  water  Company's 
easement-they  having  burials  too  near  the  pipe  line.    In  a 
communication  addressed  to  Archbishop  Hanna,  under  date  of 
April  1,  1919  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  , 
Company,  Mr.  John  Behan  confirms  this  meeting  and  agreement, 
namely,  that  no  bodies  were  to  be  buried  within  ten  feet  of 
either  side  of  the    pipe  line  and  that  the  twenty  foot  easement 
could  be  used  as  a  driveway. 

"In  1933,  subsequent  to  the  control  of  the  Water  Department  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  application  was  made  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Holy  Cross  Cemetery  to  have  this  pipe  re- 
located for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  mausoleum  to  a 
position  then  occupied  by  the  pipe  line,  the  expense  to  be 
borne  by  the  tax  payers  of  San  Francisco.    After  due  consider- 
ation this  request  was  rejected. 

ffThe  purpose  of  resolution  number  1883  presented  by  Commissioner 
John  P.  Murphy  is  to  authorize  the  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  to  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  re-locating  the  pipe  in  a  location, agreed  to,  which 
was  an-exahange  of  rights  of  ways;  the  expense,  approximately 
$5,000.00  to  be  borne  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.    This  resolution,  contrary  to  custom  of  the 
Commission,  has  not  the  approval  or -recommendation  of  the

therefore  each  cemetery  or  private  individual  could  made  a  de- 
mand for  the  removal  of  the  pipe  line  in  front  of  their 
property  for  reasons  justifiable  to  themselves  at  the  expense 
of  the  City  and  it  might  mean  an  expenditure  by  the  City  of 
many,  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

"The  charter  authorizes  the  department  to  receive  gifts  but 
does  not  authorize  the  department  to  make  gifts.

(f )  That  a  suitable,  heavy  wire  mesh  screen  be  installed  as  a 
guard  rail  on  both  sides  of  the  road  wherever  required  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Lighthouses  for  preventing  access  to  the 
Lighthouse  Reservation  by  travellers  on  the  right  of  way. 

(g)  That  upon  the  expiration  of  the  permit,  the  wooden  trestle 
be  entirely  removed,  and  the  surface  of  the  ground  be  restored 
to  its  original  condition,  including  the  refilling  of  cut  areas 
to  such  extent  -as  may  be  required  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Lighthouses. 
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(h)  That  all  fruit  and  ornamental  trees  destroyed  by  the  con- 
struction and  removal  of  the  proposed  road  shall  be  replaced 

with  trees  of  a  similar  kind  and  of  a  satisfactory  size  and 

quality. 

(i)  That  the  applicant  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Government  to  protect  the  Lighthouse  Service 
from  damage  by  fire  and  trespass  during  the  life  of  this  per- 
mit. 

(3)  That  the  applicant  shall  protect  the  adjacent"  property 
of  the  Lighthouse  Service  during  the  construction  and  removal 
periods  of  the  viaduct  and  roadway,  and  that  it  will  reimburse 
the  Government  for  any  damage  to  adjacent  property  caused  by 
reason  of  such  operations. 

,k)  That  this  permit  shall  not  be  effective  until  it  has  been 
formally  accepted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

All  of  this  work  will  be  on  property  belonging  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  will  form  a  part  of  the 
present  municipal  airport.    The  accompanying  drawings  show  the 
location,  extent  and  character  of  the  proposed  work.    No  part 
of  the  v/ork  lies  within  the  corporate  limits  of  a  municipality.

WHEREAS,  Thomas  B.  Johnson  Claims  Adjuster  of  the 
Municipal  Railway,  has  agreed  on  a  tentative  settlement  with 
said  Jung  Yuen  for  a  full  release  of  all  claims  and  damages 
in  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200,00)  and  the  City 
Attorney  advises  this  Commission  that  in  view  of  all  the 
facts  and  circumstances  said  sum  is  a  fair,  just  and  reasonable 
one  to  be  paid  said  Jung  Yuen  for    said  release.

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  fully  compromise  and  settle 
all  claims  of  said  Jung  Yuen  in  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
($200.00)  and  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  issue  his  warrant  in  payment  therefor. 


Thereupon  the  meeting  adjourned  to  resume  at  the  call  of 
the  chair.
